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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain the optical disk 
substrate which has no burrs by 
bringing rolled gauze impregnated 
with a solvent into contact with a 
rotating body to wipe away the 
excess UV curing resin bleeding from 
the contact surface of a stamper and a 
supporting plate, then subjecting the 
resin to UV irradiation. 

CONSTITUTION: The stamper 1 
lined by a reinforcing plate 9 is 
inserted to a centering jig 10 removed 
from a rotary shaft 12 of a motor 1 1 
and is positioned. The UV curing 
resin is supplied thereon. The 
supporting plate 3 having the same 
diameter is then inserted to the jig 10 
and further, flat glass 4 for 
pressurization is placed thereon and is 
pressurized, by which the glass is 
inserted together with the jig 10 to the 
rotary shaft 12 while the glass is held 
fixed to the stamper 1 . A driving 
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shaft 14 fixed with the rolled gauge 
13 impregnated with the solvent is 
horizontally moved so as to come 
into contact with the pressurizing 
body, then the pressurizing body and 
the shaft 14 are rotated to wipe away 
the bleeding out UV curing resin 2. 
The resin 2 is irradiated by UV rays 
and is thereby cured after the wiping 
away. The optical disk substrate 
having no burrs is thus produced.

The optical disk substrate having 
no burrs is thus produced.
